The stars seemed 
aligned for supporters 
of gay marriage. They 
had Maine’s governor, 
legislative leaders and 
major newspapers on 
their side, plus a huge 
edge in campaign fund- 
ing. So losing a land- 
mark referendum was 
a devastating blow for 
activists in Maine and 
nationwide. 

In an election that 
had been billed for 
weeks as too close 

to call, Maine’s often unpredictable voters 
repealed a state law Tuesday that would have 
allowed same-sex couples to wed. Gay mar- 
riage has now lost in all 31 states in which it 
has been put to a popular vote — a trend the 
gay-rights movement had believed it could 
end in Maine. 

With 87 percent of the precincts report- 
ing, gay-marriage foes had 53 percent of the 
vote. They prevailed in many of Maine’s far- 
flung small towns and lost by a less-than- 
expected margin in the state’s biggest city, 
Portland. 

Attention will now turn to other states, 
including California. 

Elsewhere on Tuesday, voters in Washington 
state voted on whether to uphold or overturn 
a recently expanded domestic partnership 
law that entitles same-sex couples to the 
same state-granted rights as heterosexual 
married couples. With half the precincts 
reporting, that race was too close to call. In 
Kalamazoo, Mich., voters approved a measure 
that bars discrimination based on sexual ori- 
entation.

Other trends... 

OBAMA 

Voters nervous about the economy and fed 
up with the political establishment dominated 
the off-year elections, sending a strong 
message to President Obama, who won 
the White House as a change agent but has 
himself become the face of political power 
and incumbency. 

Independents who supported Obama 
broke heavily for Republicans on Tuesday, 
helping the GOP win marquee governors’ 
races in Virginia and New Jersey. And the 
coalition of younger, minority voters who 
powered Obama’s victory last year was 
replaced by an electorate that was noticeably 
whiter, especially in Virginia, where Democrat 
Creigh Deeds lost in a landslide. 

INCUMBENTS, INSIDERS 

In upstate New York, Democrat Bill Owens 
won a House seat held for decades by 
Republicans in a special election dominated 
by a fierce intraparty GOP split. 

There, conservatives and national 
Republican figures led by former vice 
presidential candidate Sarah Palin helped 
force out assemblywoman Dede Scozzafava, 
the Republican candidate chosen by GOP 
county chairmen, in favor of Conservative 
Party candidate Doug Hoffman. The 
conservatives were incensed by Scozzafava’s 
support for abortion rights and gay marriage. 

D in New York City, independent Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg barely won a third 

term. 

THE GOP 

□ In Virginia, Republican Bob McDonnell 
won a whopping 66 percent of the 
independent vote, helping him bury Deeds, 
who got just 33 percent. Obama narrowly 
carried independents in the state last year, 
helping him become the first Democrat to win 
the state in a presidential contest since 1964. 

B ln New Jersey, Republican Chris Christie 
won a much tighter race against 
incumbent Democratic Gov. Jon Corzine, 
largely on the strength of independents. 
Christie won 60 percent of the independent 
vote after Obama won a majority of 
independents last year. 

Several recent polls show the percentage 
of voters calling themselves Republicans has 
dipped into the low 20s.

A kiss isjustakiss 

TV shows are known for ratings stunts during sweeps. 

Characters get married, have babies, die or visit alternate universes 
in order to stop an army of organic/mechanical hybrids that eat ther- 
mometers to stay alive— which seems plausible now that I’ve seen it on 
“Fringe.” 

It seems lately that more shows are having characters get their gay on. 

Two “straight” characters on two different TV shows have same-sex 
experiences recently— OK, chaste, harmless experiments. On “Heroes” 
immortal cheerleader Clare Bennett, played by Hayden Panettiere, 
shared a kiss with Gretchen, her college roommate. On “Gossip Girl” 
manipulative antagonist Chuck Bass locked lips with a tertiary charac- 
ter named Josh. Both main characters— Claire and Chuck— were pas- 
sive participants in these closed-mouth kisses. There was no reciprocal 
smooching going on. Claire seemed afraid and Chuck seemed bored— 
but maybe that’s just Ed Westwick’s poor acting. 

Is this same-sex smooching something the gay community should 
celebrate? It brings homosexuality and bisexuality to the forefront on 
TV Or should the community admonish the showrunners for using gay 
storylines only for shock value to increase ratings? 

Prime-time dramas are not altruistic in their nature. They are meant 
to entertain first and to educate second. They aren’t necessarily creating 
gay characters or scripting gay incidents because they want to represent 
our community; although some are making better efforts than others. 
For example, a supporting character on “Law & Order: SVU” came out 
of the closet during the recent episode to make a point that being gay 
isn’t a choice and shouldn’t be compared to being a pedophile. 

Including a main character who is gay lesbian or bisexual is a lot dif- 
ferent than having a character “go gay” for one episode just to get a 
ratings boost. Shows such as “Brothers & Sisters” and “Glee” present 
gay characters as series regulars. When the Kurt character came out on 
“Glee,” it wasn’t a stunt for ratings. It happened organically 

Most of the time these kissing stunts happen once and are never 
mentioned again. Claire was shocked that her roomie confessed a crush, 
but it’s come up only briefly since. While it’s too early to tell if “Gossip 
Girl’s” Chuck will end up bisexual, like the character in the book 
series is, he did deliver the line, “Vou really think I haven’t kissed a guy 
before?” indicating he may have experimented in the past. 

Ultimately I think showing a same-sex kiss on TV is a good thing, 
even if it’s done in the name of ratings. TV hypes straight kisses all the 
time; at least we are being treated equally The next over-hyped ratings 
stunt on “Gossip Girl” will be a much-rumored threesome. It’s obvi- 
ously going to have one same-sex pairing, since that’s how threesomes 
work, unless it ends up being a girl, a guy and a blow-up doll. 

Either way, people will watch, jason steele is a redeye special contributor.

Although cell phone users will be able to 
skip dialing the “1,” they still must use the area code, according 
to the Illinois Commerce Commission. 

For those of you who with seven-digit numbers in your 
mobile phone book, that means you will have to reprogram 
those listings. 

Yes, updating the numbers could be a tedious task, particu- 
larly if you’ve got dozens programmed that way If your wire- 
less carrier offers the option of backing up your address book 
online, it might be easier— and quicker— to make the changes 
on your computer rather than your phone.

Neighbors unite 


3 men shot in South Shore after confrontation in apartment building 


Keeping costs down 
subject of hearing

Chicagoans prefer intimate events to 
big fireworks displays, Mayor Daley’s 
point person on culture told aldermen 
Wednesday at a City Council budget 
hearing, where she explained how she 
plans to hold down costs next year. 

Cultural Affairs Commissioner Lois 
Weisberg endorsed Daley’s cancella- 
tion of Venetian Night, calling the boat 
parade and fireworks display a “nice 
event” that “you can live without.” 

Daley’s proposed budget scales back some events and fes- 
tivals while cutting others as city revenues plummet in a bad 
economy 

Weisberg said she thinks “people like little things,” such as 
the programming at Millennium Park. That venue delivers a 
more intimate vibe because of the smaller capacity at Pritzker 
Pavilion and a lawn of 13,000 at most, she said. 

“I think they like the atmosphere more than they care about 
whether they’re coming for thousands of fireworks going up in 
the sky,” she said.

The three men were neighbors on a working-class South 
Shore block just a short stretch from Lake Michigan, an 
enclave where people walk dogs and leaf blowers sound on 
fall mornings. 

They lived with their mothers and wives and children in 
a brick three-story building where most everyone knew one 
another. 

So when longtime resident Anthony King came home from 
work early Wednesday morning to find two young men he 
didn’t recognize inside the building, he tried to find out what 
they were doing. 

When that confrontation escalated, two of King’s neigh- 
bors also got involved, stepping outside their apartments 
to help. In the hallway past the vestibule, the three briefly 
detained the men and took a gun away from one of them, 
according to witnesses and preliminary police reports. 

But in an instant, their efforts to defend their home— as 
one described it— turned violent. One of the trespassers 
broke free and turned the gun on King and his neighbors, 
shooting all three. 

Dorian Moore, a father of two, wound up in a confronta- 
tion with one of the men on the staircase leading to his first- 
floor unit, where his wife and children were sleeping. 

“Where was I going to run to?” Moore said from his room 
at Northwestern Memorial Hospital. “I was thinking of him 
not getting in there. I’m not going to run away from my family 


I had to run past him to get to my family” 

On Wednesday evening, King, 40, Moore, 35 and their 
neighbor, Larry Williams, 56, remained in Chicago hospitals 
recovering from their wounds. The two men from the build- 
ing were gone, and police said no one was in custody 

King, who suffered the most serious injuries, was in criti- 
cal condition at Stroger Hospital with a gunshot wound to 
his abdomen, said hospital spokesman Marcel Bright. Bright 
said King, who is an investigator for the Cook County medi- 
cal examiner’s office, had already undergone surgery and that 
more procedures were scheduled for Thursday 

“He is a hero to me,” his mother, Leola King, said in a 
written statement. “I just want him to get better and come 
home.” 

The South Shore community has had its share of violence 
in recent months, but neighbors said this block is quiet and 
free of drug-dealing. 

Hours after the shooting, a childhood friend of King’s wan- 
dered by the building in the 6900 block of South Oglesby 
Avenue to ask neighbors how he was doing. 

Roxanne Johnson, 38, said she grew up about a block from 
King in South Shore and recalls playing with him in a park just 
across the street. Johnson lamented both the attack on King 
and the violence in their cherished neighborhood. 

“Tony is South Shore,” Johnson said. ‘A decent, hard-work- 
ing guy Tony was doing what he’s supposed to do .... If you {saw} 
something out of order, you would question it. I would.”

Train investigation 
focuses on stroller 


A stroller believed to have been involved in an inci- 
dent on the CTA Red Line on Monday could play 
a key role in determining whether a train operator 
left the Morse station with a toddler in the stroller 
caught in the doors, the driver’s union said. 

The child’s mother, Ebere Ozonwu, has told 
police the train took off with the stroller, dragging 
it sideways down the platform and flinging her 22- 
month-old daughter, Rachel, alongside the tracks. 

The stroller, which was turned in to another 
CTA operator five stops later, appears largely 
intact in photographs given to the union for its 
internal investigation. 

Robert Kelly, president of Amalgamated Transit 
Union Local 308, which represents CTA train 
operators, said the umbrella stroller should not 
have survived the impact of hitting the metal bar- 
rier at the end of the platform or would have sus- 
tained heavy damage when it hit the platform at 
the next station. 

The CTA continues to investigate the incident. 
The agency has said initial tests show the rail car’s

doors were functioning properly The operator told 
her union representatives that she checked outside 
her cab to make sure the doors were clear. 

A witness has said she saw the train operator 
place a stroller in her cab and then later dump it 
out at another station. Nursing student Lauren 
Mardirosian said she saw the operator with a 
stroller at the Granville stop around the time that 
union officials said the driver was notified that a 
person was caught in the train’s doors. She said she 
saw the operator dump it at another stop, perhaps 
Thorndale. 

The operator told her union representatives she 
saw kids playing with a stroller while she inspected 
the train’s eight cars at the Granville stop. A stroller 
was turned in at the Berwyn stop, two stops south 
of where the witness said the driver dumped it. 



CTA workers suffer electrical burns 


Two CTA electricians suffered electrical burns 
Wednesday on CTA train tracks near the Brown 
Line Sedgwick station. 

Both were taken to Northwestern Memorial 
Hospital in serious-to-critical condition, said Kevin 
MacGregor, a Chicago Fire Department spokes- 
man. 

Police said one of workers suffered burns from 
the chest up, fell off a ladder and broke an ankle. 


Police could not say how far that victim fell. The 
other victim had burns to the face. 

CTA spokeswoman Catherine Hosinski said the 
workers were performing routine maintenance on 
electrical cables. When they were moving the cables, 
one sparked, causing the workers to jump away 
Power to the Brown Line was shut down after 
the accident, but was restored by about 2:30 p.m.

The seven female homicide victims killed in the 
last week and a half represent 14 percent of all 
female homicide victims this year, according to a 
RedEye analysis of preliminary police data. 

On Sunday, a 16-year-old girl died from assault 
wounds while a 24-year-old woman was shot to 
death in Austin. 

Last week, a 3-month-old Avalon Park girl 
died after child abuse, and a 32-year-old woman 
was beaten to death in Englewood. A 47-year- 
old woman was stabbed to death in Pullman, 
and a 46-year-old woman was shot to death in 
West Englewood. And in Hermosa, a 22-year- 
old woman was found shot to death, according 
to information from the Cook County Medical 
Examiner’s Office. 

Citywide, October ended with 37 homicides. 
Chicago police recorded 46 murders in October 
last year. 

So far in November, seven homicides have 
been recorded. Police logged 38 in November

23 Americans convicted 
of kidnapping in Italy 


B MILAN An Italian judge on Wednesday 
convicted 23 Americans in absentia of 
the 2003 kidnapping of an Egyptian cleric 
from a Milan street, in a landmark case 
involving the CIA’s extraordinary rendition 
program in the war on terrorism. 

Citing diplomatic immunity, Judge Oscar 
Magi told the Milan courtroom Wednesday 
he was acquitting three other Americans. 

Former Milan CIA station chief Robert 
Seldon Lady received eight years in prison. 
The other 22 convicted American defendants 
each received a five-year sentence. 


The Americans, all but one identified by 
prosecutors as CIA agents, were tried in 
absentia as subsequent Italian governments 
refused or ignored prosecutors’ extradition 
request. 

In Washington, CIA spokesman George 
Little declined to comment on the convic- 
tions. He said, “The CIA has not comment- 
ed on any of the allegations surrounding Abu 
Omar,” the kidnapped man. 

Lawyers for the 23 convicted Americans 
said they would appeal the convictions. The 
Americans remain fugitives from Italian jus- 


tice, and prosecutor Armando Spataro said 
he was considering asking the government to 
issue an international arrest warrant on the 
strength of the conviction. 

The government of Silvio Berlusconi, a close 
ally of former President George W Bush, has 
previously refused. 

Magi said he was acquitting five Italian 
defendants because an Italian high court 
ruled key evidence inadmissible as classified. 
Two of the Italian defendants were convicted 
as accomplices to kidnapping and received 
three-year sentences.

Rogers 

Chicago’s Strikeforce fighter Brett Rogers 
hopes to pull off mammoth upset

EAGAN, Minn. When Brett Rogers steps into the cage Saturday 
night against Fedor Emelianenko, he will be face to face 
with the most feared fighter in the world. 

Emelianenko is the mixed martial arts version of Mike 
Tyson in his prime— mysterious, ferocious and seemingly 
unbeatable. 

A Rogers victory at Sears Centre Arena in Hoffman 
Estates in front of a national TV audience on CBS would be 
akin to Buster Douglas’ stunning knockout of Tyson in 1990.

But it beats changing tires for a living. 

As late as April, Rogers worked at a Sam’s Club in 
the St. Paul suburb of Woodbury, changing tires to 
put food on the table for his wife and three young 
children. He also happened to be one of the fastest- 
rising challengers in MM A, going 10 -o with nine 
knockouts to earn a shot against the man simply 
known as Fedor— rhymes with Vader— in his highly 
anticipated debut for Strikeforce this weekend. 

“There’s very very few fighters who have the 
choice between Harvard and the cage,” said Rogers’ 
trainer, Mike Reilly “You don’t run into a lot of blue 
bloods who are willing to throw down. Most fighters 
come from very humble backgrounds, but rarely do 
you see a fighter like Brett who remains humble.” 

Rogers spent much of his young life on Chicago’s 
South Side and in Cabrini- Green. He fled to 
Minnesota with his grandmother around the age 
of 12, settling in St. Paul. 

“We came from nothing,” Rogers said. “We had 
nothing.” 

He played basketball in high school and junior 
college, then started in amateur boxing before 
finding his way into MMA about six years ago. 
He thought his big break came in 2007 when he

signed with EliteXC, a rival startup to the more 
influential UFC. 

Rogers knocked out Jon Murphy on the under- 
card of a CBS -televised fight in 2008 and was 
thinking that his days changing tires were over. 
Instead, EliteXC folded and he found himself ask- 
ing for extra shifts at Sam’s Club again. 

That’s when Strikeforce called, offering a spot 
in its stable to the hard-punching guy with the big 
mohawk. Rogers knocked out Abongo Humphrey, 
then broke through in June by knocking out for- 
mer UFC heavyweight champ Andrei Arlovski in 
22 seconds. 

“Knocking out Andrei Arlovski was a life- 


changing event,” Reilly said. “From that point on, 
it meant this is your career. This is what you’ll be 
doing for the next 10 years of your life.” 

The victory shot Rogers to the top of the con- 
tender list, making him an ideal opponent for 
Emelianenko’s debut. The 33-year-old Russian 
star spurned the bigger, more profitable UFC in 
August for Strikeforce, another upstart promotion 
that made a big splash by signing the biggest free 
agent available. 

Emelianenko trains in seclusion, speaks very little 
English and has won 26 straight fights since a con- 
troversial loss in Japan in 2000, all of which add to 
an aura of invincibility similar to what Tyson had 
before he stepped into the ring against Douglas. 

Rogers’ life has already gained more structure. 
He was able to quit Sam’s Club to focus on fight- 
ing full-time and even bought a house in the sub- 
urbs for his family But he knows the window for 
earning is small, and a Buster-sized upset of Fedor 
would surely help. 

“My mission is to get the titles, gain respect 
and, obviously, the money, man,” Rogers said. “I’m 
young and Fm a father of three. So the way I see it, 
Fm not going to be fighting forever.”

Bulls offense sluggish as shots miss 


Long after Bulls practice ended 
Wednesday Derrick Rose stayed 
after to shoot jumpers and run 
sprints with player development 
director Randy Brown. 

Getting Rose back into 
top game condition could do 
wonders for a sputtering Bulls 
offense. But so, simply, would 
this: Make some shots. 

Somewhat lost in the post- 
game euphoria Tuesday night of 
an 18 -point comeback victory 
over the Bucks and Luol Deng’s 
monstrous 24-point, 20 -rebound 
effort is that the Bulls again shot 
horribly at 39.2 percent. 

They have failed to crack 
42 percent in four games, top- 
ping out at 41.7 percent in the 
victory over the Spurs, and they 
rank 27th at 40.9 percent overall. 

Their 3-point shooting— or lack 

thereof— places them only ahead of Charlotte at 22.2 percent. 

“We have to play much better than we’ve been playing; that’s for sure,” 
coach Vinny Del Negro said. 

It can’t be coincidence that Rose’s best stretch all season— 10 points in 
the final 6 minutes, 41 seconds— coincided with the Bulls’ best shooting 
quarter all season. They shot 66. 7 percent and made both 3-point attempts 
from Brad Miller and Jannero Pargo. 

“If you’re making shots, it’s going to make [defenders] more tentative 
on their rotations,” Del Negro said. “It’s going to spread them out a little 
bit.” 


SHAQ ATTACK 

More than seven years have passed 
since Shaquille O’Neal almost 
decapitated Brad Miller with a 
roundhouse right punch Jan. 12, 
2002, at the United Center. Miller said 
Wednesday the two big lugs have 
joked plenty about the incident since. 

“I probably would’ve had more 
money in the bank and been able to 
be hunting full-time now if he had 
hit me square,” Miller deadpanned. 
Asked his dominant memory from 
the incident, which occurred during 
a raucous 106-104 Bulls victory 
over the powerhouse Lakers, Miller 
grinned. 

“That Charles Oakley has sharp, 
heavy elbows,” he said. “He’s the one 
who got both of us. That’s why I was 
walking away, rubbing my head. And 
the next thing I know Shaq is trying 
to kill me.” 


Indeed, Rose’s high screen-and-roll forays looked crisper and sharper 
than they have all season. The legitimate question is: With the Bulls’ best 
3-point threat from last season in Ben Gordon departed to Detroit, can 
the Bulls consistently thrive offensively without spacing the floor? 

“We have guys who can shoot the 3,” Deng said. “I think John [Salmons] 
is going to shoot the ball better as the season goes along. Pargo can come 
in and shoot it. Kirk [Hinrich] will shoot better. If it’s the right shot at 
the right time, I’ll shoot it. We have enough shooters on this team.”

Routine: It happens to the best of us. 

We go with what we know, and we hold on for dear life. It’s the reason we’ve been 
going to the same hole-in-the-wall Mexican joint since the Clinton administration, 
and fixing our coffee the same way since college. 

It’s easy to fall into ruts with adult beverages too. We know what we like and how 
we like it. And straying off the course to try something cute that ends in “-tini” 
almost always ends in watered-down disappointment. 

It doesn’t have to. It’s all about knowing which base liquors and ingredients you 
like, and letting a savvy bartender take the lead, says Josh Pearson, head bartender 
at Sepia. ‘Ask a bartender you trust to make you a drink,” Pearson says. “That’s 
when you’re going to get the best results.”
